Firemen Battle 
I Hours To Save 
Farm Buildings 


Hay, Com Are Lost 
In Morning Blaze; 
Volunteers Called 
More than 60 firemen battled a 
stubborn barn fire for seven hours 
early yesterday to prevent it from 
spreading to neighboring buildings 
on the farm of Wilson Kulp, on 
Brownsville road west of Bristol 
road In Ixiwer Southampton town­ 
ship. 
The fire was too far advanced 
to be controlled by firemen called 
to the scene at 1:40 a. rn. By wet­ 
ting down nearby buildings, the 
firemen, under the direction of Fire 
Chief C. A. Russell of the Trevose 
Heights Fire Co , were able to stem 
further destruction. 
Chief Russell called for the as­ 
sistance of three other volunteer 
fire companies from adjoining com­ 
munities when It was apparent the 
(Ire was out of control. 
Answering the call were men 
from the Trevose, Feasterville and 
[.anghorne volunteer Fire Depart­ 
ments, and the Montgomery County 
second alarm ers, of Willow Grove. 
Kulp said the barn contained 1,- 
000 bales of bay, 1,200 bushels of 
corn, seven pigs and valuable farm 
machinery. Estimated loss was set 
at $11,000. Value of the barn was 
not Included. 
Cause of the blase was not de­ 
termined, but a further investiga­ 
tion of the fire will be made by 
Robert Graham, Bucks County Fire 
Marshal. 
Heavy drifts of snow in the fields 
surrounding the barn hampered the 
fire fighting. Chief Russell said. A 
fire guard was posted at the charred 
wreckage as a precautionary mea­ 
sure.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y.—INS— 
Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge, 
Jr., w ill insist today that banning 
of H-bombs and atomic weapons 
can come only aftef acceptance by 
all nations of a foolproof system 
of control and inspection. 
Lodge is first speaker on the list 
of today’s session of the political 
committee, which is dealing again 
with the six-year deadlock on the 
control of atomic energy and the 
related Issue of disarmament. 
Neither the United States nor its 
allies Is willing to risk national 
security by accepting Soviet d e­ 
mands that the H-bomb and atomic 
weapons be banned first and a sys­ 
tem of control and inspection over 
atomic plans be created later. 
Soviet Delegate Andrei Vishln- 
sky, who each year dangles be­ 
fore the Allies the prospect of 
atomic agreement provided Soviet 
terms are accepted, baited his of­ 
fer last breek with a new angle, 
He said th at if the UN agreed to 
the Russian demand for the Im­ 
mediate banning and simultaneous 
control of atomic weapons, then 
’’we are prepared not only to state 
that no atomic weapons will be 
produced but that not a thousandth 
or a mil Month* of a ruble w ill be 
■pent on this by my government. 
Spokesmen for the western pow­ 
ers aald {"the words and m usic” 


of the Vishinsky offer were “the 
same as always and there Is no 
reason to view this remark as any­ 
thing other thnn the usual propa­ 
ganda.” 
The UN assembly has formally 
approved an intricate system of 
control and inspection for atomic 
energy and mass destruction arms 
of all kinds, including the H-bomh. 
Vishinsky, however, has stead­ 
fastly refused to agree to the UN 
plan on the grounds the banning 
of mass destruction weapotfk must 
come first.
